U* indeed did believe that there wu 
a princii-leuf nbonnd in the cuuntty which 
would enable It to get over almoit any diffi- 
culty -and it wu to Ihtt, and not to any roet- 
lureor the Government, that the rrttent proa- 
periiy of the colony wu owing- lie could not, 
therefore, but cunaider it wu meat invidiou*. 
moat diaingenuout, on th* part of the tiover- 
nor, to attempt to aaaodatt hi* own ndmin ti- 
tration with the improved upeet of affair* in 
the eolony ; and he again eapieated hi* htp- 
pinea* that the Cuuituitiev had diacoun- 
(enanccd tu diigraceful i pint ceding, There wu 
anoihti fui [n the apeech which he waa glad 
bad nol ubtlincd tbe uietJt nf the (lornmitlee, 
namely, that the colony wu in at pmprroua 
t note nl it any pmrinui period of the prttent 
admiiiiatniiiin. M* denied emphalieally lhat 
•unhwti tha esie, and any trinpliina of re- 
luming p™|l"'iy were a.cribjb'e lo the area, 
mrea of ihaltiooncil on!y,(J Had it not been 
lot the diiulioui and miirhievoui polity which 
had been punued-1 policy which b*d ueri- 
Oud the beat inuieita of th* colony 
to th. furtherance of ihe caprice 
or ignorance of Drituh Minuter* 
—which made the welfare of the colony 
aubarrvient ts the maintenance of l rial 
arbitrary rule auumed by tht colo- 
nial mini tier, ih* full lid* of proaperiiy 
whith advanced on th* colony at the departure 
of Sir Richard Jkiurke, would hive roiled on 
ward lr> th* present day. But ictrn-ly had hii 

■ uceeitor warmed in hi* ml, thin ht reenm- 
mtndtd the diacontinuanct of tiantporLition. 
then, deipite th* memorable dcapatch of 
Sir Hkhard Bourke. recommending that the 
minimum price of Crown land, ahould not ba 
Increaaed, came th* recomtr endalion oi hia 
■ucieaaoi to thit mcaaun which had entailed 
aneh gtitvoua ealamitiea on lh» colony. Ho 
did not attribute any tuch intention 
to 11 ia Excellency, but it did appear p* 
if ha had come nil wtih the oiprru 
deaign of puitlnf tb* WtkeCilditn Iheory 
with *H tta incontwtiiciti and abiuiditiet Into 
operation in ihia eolrny (Hear, hear.) Th* I 
n-eomaiendaiii.ni of hi* Jiin-llency were 
adopted, the price of laud wu raiud, ind ihe 
■alt of lead wu checked. The main nbjeet i f 
Ihe attention of the liritieh eapiraliitt, th* 
mala llMeticm of capital to iho colnny, w .il 

Il wu acartely j Dtaiblt fnt ■ i- iiili-man 
t tha aen.o and quiiktica* of Sir 
ippa not M ha** teen lhat il waa w- 
leaa In atrt'oto induce man to come InOoOmilra 
to purrhaac lind at a higher price than that for 
which they could nblain it in leu diatant eolu- 
nlet, lie would repeal thai it nppurrd In hia 
ihat lb* polity punued during the pleaenl ad- 
minilttltinnaernurd to b* iolenled and eon- 
trlred eapn aaiy to cany out the cbj«lt otib, 
Sariih Atutialiin CoDpuuy, and lot noibing 
rlio ;lby that policy ihi land talet wtr* 

■ liteked —immigration wu atopped— ihe Dank* 
were ubliircd lo incnu* their diaconnti. in th* 
cuniriotiun of Iti* elrcu Lilian which look ptace i 
but arnidn Ibm wide ttene of devutation 
wbieh entutd, th* tenia hard polity wu unre- 
lentingly punned, without any on* effort on 
the part of thou who now tought tntsgratula- 
tion for th* return of pmapeiity, to avert or 
to talitw* it. It wu Hut that cbmn.ee had 
tehan pUc* In Ih* colony i b* would admit 
that the moral and aocial poni Jon of tb* colony 
wu higher than il wu: ha would not d*ny 
hut thai It pnulbly might have gaitel In 
eharaoitr aomewhat of what il had 
loat in pocket j but allowing all 
Ibee* thing*, they might have occur, 
red under • wiser government, without 
tht terrible infliction by which they had been 
accompanied. The imtlitnaiiun of the politi- 
cal, moral, and a ix initial* olth* oulnny, might 
bate been achieved without th* luin in which 
thouunda bad been Involved, without that I 
widespread miiery and dinreu which bad 
b**n uroijght down open ibern by the folly of 
lluirrulrii. He could not join iu nny con- 
gratfiUitloa It a government dutinguialted by i 
tha Ivent* which hud marked lb* ■daulnLitra- 
tltn of Sir George Qippa, For hi* part h* did 
not belicvt the retold uf a Qovernmamt mart 
calamitous wu to a* found in ih. hlitory of 
llriliih eolontialloi], and believing Ihi* he 
could not cunaeni on hit dantrtare from the 
colony to giv* him a clamn hill of health, auch 
at wu aakad for in Ihttpetch he had delivered 
to th* Houtt. To du » would b* to diiuwn 
ihoi* printdplei which nation aftct 

■ Inn (bey hid been so itienouily aateriing. 
It would be to fomro ThoH meaeurei which the 
Hnuiu had td.ipte.-l. and would bt indeed an 
aeiof poUtiul mlcid* fatal lo th* titxtlln of 
their Houta tad Ineouaiiinit wilh tbtir own 
chancier and dignity, (Hear, bear.) At be 
had uid before, h* ahould nol oppoie tht 
Addreu.

With regard 10 th* firit 
event of Sir Occrg* Oippt + * adminittratioii 
noticed by hi* honourable and learned friend —

about it than ho wu hiraielf. For hii own 
part he mutt own, if Bit (reorgc did in any way 
recommend th* due. mi nuance of trintporla- 
litm, hi coul 1 not hive done id in hi. ..flirial 
etpaeily. II. (the Colonial Becrttary) had 
ntver Hen nr heard of tny documrni contain- 
ing tueh a recommendation, and ht did not 
bllieve tny eurh icCommcndation had bran 
made. But even if hi did recommend th* 
mruure, be wu not prepared to lay be acted 
wiontly, for ha {the Colonial Secretary) be- 
lieved the measure to be a good one, and on* 
that had effected great benenta to the colony, 
in the slovation it had given lo iti ointji] mni 
aoelal condition. Great indeed, wu tb* alte- 
ration which the ntiaation nf tranaportlen had 
worked in the eolony. All the vie* tttendtnt 
on the inequality of Ihtaeae* had been checked 
by it, and tht lonelineu of the bub 
wu now cheered by uniting wivet 
and blooming children. The chinrter 
of th* population htd changed by the 
luge Infuiion it hid received by Imaiigrt- 
tion, and one rei lure of Hit Kieellenty'i td- 
mioiitration in thit reip*Jt wu In ho eonai- 
deied, namely, lhat ihe amount of pcpulatiiia 
in the colony hid been doubled during it. He 
muil aay that ho ahould legret much lo at* 
any return in Iranapoitation, for h« believed 
the dcaration it would involve, lndnth*r evil, 
alltrrdani on il, would render it a molt ealt- 
milout mtuure to Ih* whole co.Lmunity.

Another topic alluded to by the honor- 
able and learned member wa. th* language 
uaed by IE, s Eicellency. and what ihe honor- 
able imembttwu pleuedto tcttn hia - para- 
alt." i. ih* individual, .bo aufftred meat 
deeply from the dtpieuion t.f Iho eolony. 
Wlitthtr th* honoralil* and learned member 
Intended to include him (tha Colonial dectt- 
taryj In th. numbtr, he wni not prrpirtd to 
uy, hut ht believed lb* Houtt would do him 
tite jtieticeto allow that no ixprcaiLnnt ether 
than nf aympiihy htd fallen from him. Ilut 
he fiiund to tht mcaaage of Hit Excellency ill* 
liovtrnor ou the opening nf tbe union 
of ih* year IM*, lhat vtiy dlbTtrenl linguige 
had baen uaed in thit io leverely eomleniuci 
by till honorable and learned member. 
In that document he found lIi*£aotllency uy- 
Ing, 11 although 1 am aaiiaflad thai then u tuf- 
llcieot vigour In our retourrea to enable u* to 
overcomo th* diihculliei •till nrfeclinj all 
tlaivi* uf th* tomraunily, and 10 lay tha 
foundation of a aeeuro and luting proaperiiy, I

The hnnot- 
ihle and learned member had ilto eoraplained 
that th* Oovtmor had withheld hii taient 
from meuuru which the Council hidpuacd 
foi th* allevlalinn of th* prevailing dia- 
treit. Hut ho would aty, lhat the tirmneaa 
wilh which Hii Eiceliinny htd rttbrtedlbou 
meoauTH, at a time when be (iht Colopial 
Suctetaty} did not bvlievt any on* had th*

te. 'a nod. Mtuuie* wer. then propnatd 
wbieh would in hia opinion have been de*.

tha meuuiea ofthehometJovein men t only — hail 
hu annouucid lhat auch wu hia uhject on hia 
arrival, he would have been juttifled in 
to doing, ind but Lille blame could attach id 
him foi lb* evil rrtultt of thoae mtuure*. 
That tbe meuuni which have been adopted 
with regard to tb* colony by the Home fig - 
tcraman I during Ilia EaoeUtnty'* adminiltru- 
tion bad been decidedly ruinuui in their opera- 
tion thcrt could be no doubt , but he did not 
think that hit fiieellency wat or ought to be 
made retponiibb for Ihoae mtuuiea.

But 
thatayatem, « hanelltlal In il* operation, wu 
ewept away at one*, and incalculable miiebief 
wu thereby hiought upon th* colony. But 
he rauld not blame hii Eieellency lor it ; ibo 
nnlyfiuli he hid in End with hii Ejte.lletwy 
wu, that hi did not look calmly and coolly to 
thi operation of inch mtuure*. Tint, h* did 
not atone* perceive that tbe abolition of at. 
ngnment, tod the uting a pound an nere prfc* 
for land, ware two miunrm (hat did not and 
could not amalgamai*. Thii al th* very dm* 
th* colonitu uert dtprited of ih* benefit* ol 
t convict einenditui* of £100,0(10 a year, and 
■ living of £400.000 In convict labour j iht 
other meaaurt took away tba meant of im- 
porting labour toanpply their wanta. Although 
therefore, h* did nut blame Hii Eieellency fur 
inlruducing ttltaa mcuurea, he could not com- 
pliment him ou hit Judgment, I If hid no 
doubt acted according to hi* initructiona, 
but it did ippeu to him that * co- 
lony like New South Walei could not 
be governed like i regiment of mldiert. Thit 
th* held of tht Clovernment ihnuld be allowed 
it ute hit own judgmeut in miller* ennntcled 
with the welfare nf iht colony, and or which 
ht alone wu able to judge. It wu the d»- 
tinguithing feaiuie of the able administra- 
tion of Mi llichald tlouike, that bt 
did consider th* welfare of the 
colony, and netoi.ed to no limited 
utent hi* own judgment u to what would be 
moateondueivi to It, Htd Sil Qeoi^e Gippt 
followed iii* tatmple, h* would have looked 
forward and at once have Iran that th* two 
meuuraa well incompatible— he would bat* 
•ltd 11 If thi measu re for tb* tholitinn of u 
aignmeot mu*t be iatrndueed, you mint And 
the meani for mppfying laboui through other 
•hanneli ; u it u Impouibl* while your in 
clearing the colony of about a million annually 
thai it can afford lo find labour for itaelf." He 
Ur. Bland, wu MtiiBed thit hii Eieellency 
had not made tueh erren inieutionitlv. tnd 
he thought, loo, that it might bo in. 
feire.1 that hit Eieellency had been in- 
urnment*! in obtaining for the colony 
ih* freer lepreaentntive inaliluliona 
they at preunt enjoyed. At til even!.., tho 
Ihankl oflhe colon i. It wete due to him iiii 
the manner In which ha bid given to them 
wjut! civil right!— for th* firmnc** ud flilnetl 
with which Ti* had equalled (he reprcaemi- 
lion nf tht colony, when he wu appoted by t 
imtl] but inluential clique, who would hare 
committed (he mott giiiroui injuitice on tbe 
eolony. Hi icpttttd that Hit Eacelleuey 
denned th* high set rredii for bit conduct iu 
thii miller ; tod ha did not therefore diiput* 
tbe gnndneu ofbitinteotionann other oocoiiona ; 
—no doubt, they were intended for the welfare 
of the eolony, but unfottunately h* had not 
been lbi* to foiceec their elTecl. At the I im.

land revenue, be wu etpeeiin, that it 
would b. Incrouod-land wu bo U|i iTt whh the 
laving* of convict liboue, and ttie pruflta of 
convicleipendimre. But when ho htd lakcn 
away the meant of pnrchue thua afforded, he 
aiUI iipecttd to ihe bau hour that the eolo- 
nittt would (be able to buy hn-1, tod gave 
almost * Birr* tfowAe for iht introduction of 
iinroiirinti, in the iniiiipatiiii of nn tnetcued 
Innd fund. The fundi which htd gone to buy 
lead were withheld, and ih* capital waa lent 
cot of the cortntiy fur labour which it wjti 
unable lo employ for want nf cipiiul wben it 
arrived. The mtuure which hid been pmed 
lut ieaiiou for the rnnewid of immigration by 
mcana nf li.uil wu of the tune character, Ind 
would be jutt u ruinout in ill eonirquonctt. 
Honomble gentlemen might deride hit opinion*, 
hot h* wu perfectly u til Red ihtt when 
iheyhad been taught another luion, they

This proposition expteiaed an approbation of 
Lord Stanley 'a ejitem, while it iroid*il lb* 
forcing of that tynatn whioh would attend tb* 
carrying out of th* drat m secure, but It wu 
nagativid like thai hail been, for no other m- 
inn than that th* clergy were opposed to it, 
tlthoiigh If thay waited for tha assent of tht 
clergy to a m ensure of thi* nature Ibey would 
bsve to Wail long enough. 

Mr. LAMU remarked, that ha bad not in- 
tended u offer any obaarviiioa* on the present 
ooeuion, but there were tome rernatka of the 
honortblo and reverend member For Port 
Phillip which were likely, IF uncontradicted, 
to produce the most injurious euecia. It had 
been asserted by that gontlaatn thit til* in- 
aolvencica in th* tolooy hid occuioned to th* 
British tnerchint . lou amounting to the luge 
so,,, of two mllliont, hue h. ?Mr, Lamb) 
wu utisfled that th* honorable and 
reverend tneabrr must have been gtoiily 
uiiain fori ned. The luiolrani law came into 
npvStaliiin in lha year iss.1, tinea whieh lima 
tha total amount of llabilitiu diieloscd upon 
the saveral insoleenciee did not exceed f .or 
millioai. Tnls, however, wu not (ha real 
amount, which would probably not be more 
than one half of that aum, aa thai* were many 
contingent liabilities pltoed on the schedule or 
insolvents, whieh served lo swtU th* amount, 
and u an example oF this he aught mention 
tbst hs knew of * bill which hsd been dselaxed 
upon ton serersl time, by tsn several persons, 
who wore all iruselvasti, Thia was an tatreme 
cat*, but there were msny others of a alroUar 
nslurs, so thsi the groat amount of liahilitiat 
could not be mora than he had elated. The 
honorable and reverend member bad made great 
lamentation over the Hiitiah tnciuhnnts, but did 
not oondole In th* slightest degree with tb* 
ooloniil marohanU, in (he loaie* which the lat- 
ter had sustained, and look a very exaggerated 
view oF the losses suit.laed by the Former, 
which eauld not in reality hart amounted to 
mora thin half a million, liealdr* thia dif- 
ference in tlu Fact*, it must ba remembered thai 
Iho Briliah iDtfcbxtil wu by the Insolvent 
Law placed upon an exact Footing with 
lh* colonial creditor, receiving equal etisret of 
the sa*eta, and than wars msny inttancca in 
which intolventa paid to thsir English norrs*. 
pondendenia their full twenty *hi.lingt in tb* 
pound, while they pud their colonial creditor! 
only a dividend of aiapenee in lh* pound. It 
waa to those British merchtnis that the colony 
had owed a great deal of in ambarraasmvnt, for 
although thay mutt have known by experience 
lb* sills resulting froe* overtrading in Stand 
and aluwhere, they ihipptd for ihia colony th* 
contents ol their oviforowded wirahoatu in 
Utatgow and London, and (hut encouraged a 
similar ■ rites of overtrading in New south 
Wale,, ty #hich th^ eoold n« w«d« 
if they becaatt UumaelvM. in ioitu degrss.tb*
